| have examined the balance sheet and the statement of long term debt of The University 
of Alberta as at March 31, 1975 and the statements of revenue and expense, operating 
surplus, reserves, capital provided by the Province of Alberta and capital provided by 
others for the year then ended. My examination included a general review of the accoun- 
ting procedures and such tests of accounting records and other supporting evidence as | 
considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In my opinion these financial statements present fairly the financial position of the Un- 
iversity as at March 31, 1975 and the results of its operations for the year then ended in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles applied, after giving retroactive 
effect to the change in policy of reflecting reserve tra nsactions for library funds unexpend- 
ed and extraordinary maintenance of utilities through operating surplus rather than 
through operations, on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

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Report of the President 


The 1974-75 fiscal year will be long remembered as the period in which the financial 
trauma of the early seventies came to an end. Full-time enrolments for the first time in the 
University’s history shot well beyond the 19,000, and this appears now to be a continuing 
pattern of University growth. 

When one examines at first hand the damage which has been done to our academic 
capabilities by four years of punitive financing, it becomes apparent that it will take at 
least an equivalent amount of time of enlightened support to restore our academic vitality. 

One of my strongest perceptions as a new President is the need to make the University 
better known to the many publics it serves. We must continue to demonstrate with in- 
creasing effectiveness to our government and to the people of this Province that their sup- 
port of the University of Alberta is the best investment that they could have made in the 
future of this Province. We have built up at the University an enormous ability for solving 
new problems in a very wide range of human activities. The Province in turn has made 
courageous new steps toward developing a more complete society for Albertans. In order 
to meet the many new challenges which will face us now andin the future, the resources 
of the University in teaching and in research must be made fully available to our govern- 
ment and to all Albertans. 

There is every indication that our government increasingly is beginning to understand 
that in meeting our legitimate needs, they are in turn helping to develop their own defen- 
sible economic and social objectives for the Province. 

In the past four years we have learned some bitter lessons about our vulnerability as an 
institution. When we lose by resignation, death or retirement some of the major academic 
leaders at our institution, and through severe financial restraints have been forced to 
replace these leaders by young staff members just beginning their academic careers, we 
have seen all too clearly how our academic strength in various disciplines has been 
dramatically reduced. We have learned that what people don't know about us can hurt us 
severely, and this is an extremely valuable lesson. 

As a new President | have been particularly heartened by my relations with the Provin- 
cial Government. | have tried to make our government fully aware of the various types of 
expertise which we have on our campus, and | find that this information has been very 
eagerly received. We are finding it progressively easier to define for our government 
specific objectives within the University with which the government can socially identify. | 
do believe that more people are now becoming aware of what they are getting for the 
money they invest in this University. In general our relations with the Department of Ad- 
vanced Education and Manpower have been extremely constructive; | feel that we are not 
in an adversary role but rather partners in the development of this great Province. 

With sound financial support this University can attract and retain truly outstanding 
specialists in various fields of endeavour, and these authorities will not only provide the 
very finest, most challenging modern education for our students, but in addition their 
creative knowledge of their fields will be of inestimable value to this Province. 

The 1974-75 fiscal year in retrospect appears to be the beginning of a new era of 
dynamic growth for this University in the direction which will maximally benefit the peo- 
ple of our Province.
